prot e in is achi e v e d in th e pr e s e nc e of lysin e , a lysin e analogu e .

(a) contacting the fluid with a hydrophobic interaction chromatography 
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resin under conditions wh e r e wherein the fibrinogen binds to the resin; and 

(b) removing the bound prot e in fibrinogen by means of elution.
